New School Lunch 
Bill Introduced 


Senate Democratic Leader 
George R. Moscone has_ intro- 
duced legislation that would re- 
quire local school districts in 
California to take advantage of 


|existing federal and state school 


lunch ‘programs. 

Senator Moscone won legisla- 
tive approval of such a bill last 
year, only to have it vetoed by 
Governor Reagan. 

This year’s legislation has been 
altered to include the offering of 
at least one nutritious meal per 


day to those enroued in child 
care programs. 

“We-still have neariy a half 
million school children in this 


State who go hungry each and 
every day,” said Senator Mos- 
cone. “It borders on the absurd 
that some few local officials re- 


; fuse to avail themselves of exist- 
}ing school 


lunch funds. To do 
so is to condone poor learning 
and poor performance in a class- 
room often disrupted by those 
who are hungry. 

“TI anticipate that the legisla- 
ture will again give its over- 
whelming approval to this legis- 
lation. This time, though, I sug- 
gest that parents of not only well- 
fed children, but also others urge 
the Governor to sign this import- 
ant legislation,” added Senator 
Moscone. 

“Because of the terms of the 
Governor’s tax program of last 
year, a greater portion of the 
funding of schooi lunch programs 
must come from district budgets. 
But that is no reason why the 
districts should not avail them-

Police Chief Says Bikes 
Taken by Organized Rings 


The theft of bicyeles in. Cali- 


‘fornia has beeome one of the 


RLESE Seale 


most prevalent criminal offences 


in the State. Last year, alone, 


‘over 20 million dollars worth of 


bieycles were stolen, with the 


prime target of the bicycle thief 
the popular and expensive 10- 
speed bike. 

Unlike bicycle thefts of years 
past, wherein the bike was stolen 
for temporary use, or for perma- 
nent personal use, bicycles are 
now taken by organized theft 
rings, who sell the stolen bikes 
at immense profits. Frequently, 
the bikes stolen in this area are 
transported to another part of 
the state for sale, or even to 
another state. Many of them are 
even sold in the East. 

According to Albany Police 
Chief Ralph Jensen, the control 
of bicycle thefts is very difficult. 
However, he offers the following 
suggestions to bicycle owners: 

1, When your bike is at home, 
keep it inside your garage or 
other structure, and be sure the 
door is locked. 

2. If it is necessary to keep 
your bike outside, chain it to an 
immovable object with case-har-

dened steel chains and locks, 

3. All bicycles should be li- 
eensed, as this makes identifica- 
tion much easier if the bike is 
stolen or lost. Albany bicycles 
can be licensed at: the.

Because the problem. of bicycle 
thefts has become so. acute, the 
U.S. Dept. of Justice is develop- 
ing an automated stolen and lost 
hicycle system, which it is hoped 
will help authorities in the appre- 
hension of bicycle thieves, 

Licensing of bikes now is vol- 
untary, but with the advent of 
this new system it-will be man- 
datory, and hopefully,-many of 
the bikes recovered in the future 
will be returned to their rightful 
owners, instead of being sold at 
auction, as is the case now.

Aid Elderly H 


Elderly homeowners may be 
given greater financial security, 
under a bill introduced in the 
Senate recently, by Senators Alan 
Cranston and Robert Taft, Jr. 

The bill, Senate Bill 971, called | 
the “Home Preservation Act of 
1973,” would allow elderly people | 
to borrow money from the gov- 
ernment to prevent a foreclosure 
on their home—if they are tem-| 
porarily unable to meet their! 
mortgage payments because of 
illness or reduced income, 

Elderly homeowners could bor- 
row enough to cover up to 12 
monthly payments, under the 
proposed Cranston-Taft Bill. They 
could also borrow up to $5,000, at 
low interest rates, from the U.S. 
Government, to make repairs on 
their homes which they couldn't 
otherwise afford. 

The interest rate would be only 
three percent, and for those peo- 
ple unable to afford even that, 
the loan would be interest-frea, 
with repayment of the principle 
deferred for their life-times. 

“More than 13,600,000 elderly 
people own their own homes,” 
Senator Cranston said. “But their 
average household income is a 
mere $3,700. The crushing double-

Census Seeks Dual 
And Overtime Jobs 


How many American workers 
are holding more than one job? 
How many are working overtime 
and what is their overtime pay? 
What are workers’ usual hours 
on their jobs? 

John E. Tharaldson, Director 
of the Bureau of the Census Data 
Collection Center in Seattle, has 
announced that information on 
these subjects will be collected 
during the week of May 14-18, 
from a sample of households in 
this area. The questions are in 
addition to the usual ones asked 
in the monthly survey on employ- 
ment and unemployment conduct- 
ed nationwide by the Bureau for 
the U.S. Department of Labor. 

Results of this monthly survey 
provide a continuing measure of 
economic conditions in the coun- 
try. The March survey showed 
that employment rose sharply to 
83.9 million, 700,000 more than in 
February. The overall jobless 
rate was 5.0 percent, not materi- 
ally different from 5.1 percent in 
February, but substantially be- 
low the 5.9 percent rate of March 
a year ago. 

Facts supplied by individuals 
participating in the survey are 
kept strictly confidential by law, 
and results are used only to com- 
pile statistical totals.
